Some 80 acres of land in Ando- 
ver will be leveloped by Merri- 
mack College in its expansion 
program. 

But the Very Rey. Vincent J. 
McQuade, president of the col- 
lege, said this week no specific 
plans can yet be announced on 
the land’s use. 

The property, known as the 
Klying Keather KFarm, lies off 
elm st. near college boundaries. 
Originally purchased by the Real- 
ty Construction Co. for a housing 
development, the area became off- 
limits for building through expan- 
ded rules and regulations of the 
Planning Board. Judge Alfred Sar- 
torelli, representing the Boston 
firm, told the Planning Board last 
week that a sale was in progress 
but refused to disclose the pur- 
chase price. He said papers will 
be passed within a month, 

He asked the Board to grant an 
extension on a right-of-way lead- 
ing to the Holihan property, abut- 
ting the Flying Feather Farm, so 
that it would have access to klm 
st. The right of way was speci- 
fied by the land court many years 
ago and would merely be exten- 
ded. The board gave its approval. 

Atty. Sartorelli informed the 
board that a large section of land 
across klm st. would be devel- 
oped by the firm. Original plans 
for the area included some 66 
houses. Since that time, the area 
has been rezoned and other prob- 
lems have come up relating to 
road grades. A proposition by the
